Largest Canal Locks 
The largest locks in the Sault 
Sainte M arie canal are the third 
or Davis and tile fourth locks, which 
are 1,350 ft. long, 80 ft. wide and 
have a m inimum depth of 24 to 25 
ft. The Davis lock was put in oper­ 
ation in 1914 and the fourth in 1919. 
The locks of the Panam a Canal 
are 1,000 ft. long, 110 ft. wide, and 
45 ft. deep. In the new Welland 
canal the locks are 800 ft. long, 80 
ft. wide and 30 ft. deep. The new 
canal was opened to traffic in 1932. 
No locks were necessary in the con­ 
struction of the Suez canal.

Growth of Trees 
A tree grows only at its surface, 
with the inner bark depositing tho 
lifeless woody m atter beneath it.

First, the allotments should he made 
known much earlier so that tile* farm­ 
er can make his plans prior to preper- 
ation for seeding.

Third, th** benefit payments to the 
farmers might In* based on the lease of 
a definite percentage of the tilled acre­ 
age cd the tilled acreage of each farm 
and conditioned on soil building crops 
and practices on such leased land. 
The payments might he condition­ 
ed on proper diversification rather 
than the use of the one-crop system.

Such changes will not lie made 
effective liefore 1940. 
These hearings 
will la* thorough. 
Every member of til** committee is anx­ 
ious to improve the program iii every 
possible way. We hope that from these 
hearings, definite improvements can 
In* worked out. 
We not only expect to devote our 
time ut this session but to continue 
our efforts in th** next succeeding ses­ 
sions to bring tile farmers’ returns as 
nearly as possible to the level of in­ 
dustry.

Applications for Feed 
Loans Now Received 


Applications for emergency crop and 
feed loans for 1939 are now being re- 
ceiv.ed at Decatur, ivy 
W. It. Yeary, 
Field supervisor 
of the Emergency 
Crop and Feed Loan Section of the 
Farm Credit Admisist ration. 
The loans will Ive made, as in Hie 
'past, only to farmers whose cash re 
quirements are small and who can ob­ 
ta in credit from any other source. The 
money loaned will Ik* limited to the 
farmer’s immediate and actual cash 
needs for growing his 1939' crops or 
for the purchase of feed Dvr livestock. 
Farmers who etui obtain the funds 
they need from an individual, produc­ 
tion credit association, bauk, or other 
concern are not eligible for crop and 
feed loans from the Emergency Crop 
and Feed Loan Section of the Farm 
Credit Administration. The loans will 
not 
be made to standard rehabilita­ 
tion clients whose current needs are 
provided for 
ivy the Farm Security 
Administration, formerly known as the 
Resettlement 
Administration. 
As in the past, farmers who obtain 
emergency crop and feed loans will 
give as security a 
first lien on the 
crop financed, or a first lien on the 
livestock to he fed if the money Ivor- 
rowed is to he used to produce or pur­ 
chase feed fin* livestock, 
Where loans are made to tenants, 
the landlords, or others having an in­ 
terest in the crops financed or the live­ 
stock to he fed. are required to waiv"> 
their ca Ii ins in favor of a lien to the 
Governor of t bt* Farm Credit Adminis­ 
tratio n until the loan is repaid.

of God'; righteousness and 
holiness. He heard spoken to his very 
oui the words: 
"Holy. Inly, holy, is 
the Lord of hosts: the whole earth is 


full of his glory.” Then, in contrast to 
this vision of God, he saw himself as 
as worm in the dust—vile, unclean, 
full 
of iniquity. This revelation of 
Gcd’s holiness of his own iniquity led 
him to cry out in anguish and humi­ 
liation, "Woe is me! for I ani undone; 
because I ain a man of unclean lips, 
and I dwell in Hie midst of a people of 
unclean lips: for mine eyes have seen 
the King. the Lord of hosts." 
This is just where God wanted Isa­ 
iah, and where every man 
needs to 
come before God can meet him iii his 
need. Until we realize our undone con­ 
dition, God dees not have free access 
to our lives.

After God has shown Himself to Lu*

we have fallen 
down in the dust before His holiness, 
then lie can and will come with the 
live coal to impart the cleansing and 
say. "Lo, this hath touched thy lips: 
and thine iniquity is taken away, and 
thy sin purged." Oh, what a blessed 
experience Isaiah had! He was freed 
from, his sinful self. He was cleansed 
from the power of sin iii his soul. Ile 
was given victory iii the Lord. 


And God 
works 
the same t o d a y / 
He waits to reveal to us His holiness! 
When we realize that we are utterly 
helpless and full of sin, and cry out to 
Him for Cleansing and healing, then 
He responds, not only with forgiveness 
of our sins, but with release from the 
power of the Evil One. 
After that we can take the next 
; treinendius step—th a t of full commit­ 
tal, 
complete yielding, absolute sur- 
j render of ourselves, all we are or ever 
I can he.
